This 
part of the business should be broken 
up if it is possible to do so, as it in­ 
terferes seriously v.dih the work of 
the colleges and schools. 
But there 


is another important feature of the 
industiw which might be permitted 
to continue. 
That is the supplying 


of speeches to statesmen whose con­ 
stituents might DO anxious to hear 
from them. 
These statesmen are 


compelled to offer at least one speech 
during every session of congress 
which they have the good fortune to 
attend in an official capacity, and it 
is vastly better that they should 
have speeches written for them than 
attem pt to write their own. 


The business of furnishing ready- 


tnade sermons to clergymen disin­ 
clined to write their own and willing 
to pay for others’ productions has 
long been carried on, and to a great­ 
er extent perhaps in England than 
here. 
It may doubtless be objected 


that these transactions involve more 
or less of fraud. 
Yet as a matter of 


fact are they not reducing to a sim­ 
ple commercial basis a practice that 
is very general? _AIeii obtain infor­ 
mation where they can and use it as 
they wish. 
And why not? 
Is it 


not theirs when they get it? 
The 


man who is clever enough to utilize 
the knowledge which others possess 
but do not understand how to turn 
to account should not be condemned 
as a brain borrov/er. 
He is simply 


using material that would otherwise 
be valueless.

Knowledge, like wealth, serves no 
useful jmfpose unless put into active 
effort for the common good.

pupils to write their own essavs. 
But sometimes it is a distinct public 
gain to have the work done by those 
of readier minds.
